1. This action is in response to request for re-consideration filed on 6/20/2003 

2. Claims 1-24 has been considered but they are not persuasive. 

3. Claims 1-2 and 23-24 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Applicant Admitted Prior Art (AAPA). 

4. Claims 3-22 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over AAPA in 
view of Lovett et al. U.S. Patent No. 6,225,767. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

5. The information disclosure statements (IDS) submitted on 3/24/2003, 4/21/2003 and 
6/20/2003 were filed after the mailing date of the 3/24/2003. The submission is in compliance 
with the provisions of 37 CFR 1.97.

Response to Arguments 
In the remark the applicant argues that cited reference fails to disclose:

The subject matter referred to in the Office Action as AAPA at page 4, lines 8-1 1 is inventor's 
own work and is not intended to constitute an admission that Applicant's own work is prior art."

I) The amendment filed 6/20/2003 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132 because it introduces new 
matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132 states that no amendment shall introduce new matter 
into the disclosure of the invention. The added material which is not supported by the original 
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disclosure is as follows: page 4 line 9 the phrase "by the inventor" introduce new matter into the 
disclosure of the invention. Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this 
Office Action.
